OB'  THE 

MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH, 

For  the  Year  ending  December  3tst,  1914, 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldeymen  and  Councillors  of  the 
Borough  of  Chard. 

Gentlkmkn. 

I have  the  honour  to  present  iny  second  annual  report, 
together  with  vital  statistics  for  the  year  ending  December  31st, 
1914. 

The  population  of  the  Borough  is  estimated  at  4,620,  as 
against  4,609  in  1913.  These  numbers  do  not  include  six  families 
of  Belgian  refugees,  numbering  29  person.s,  at  present  the  guests 
of  the  Borough.  There  are  no  troops  quartered  in  the  Borough. 
There  is  littTe  or  no  unemployment  in  the  Borough,  the  chief 
industiies  being  the  manufacture  of  lace,  bru.shes,  iron,  and 
brass  ware.  There  are  32  persons  in  receipt  of  outdoor  relief, 
costing  an  annual  expenditure  of  ;^i84  17s.  lod.,  and  34  in 
receipt  of  medical  relief  onl5^ 

Death  Rate. 

There  were  64  deaths  during  the  year,  seven  less  than  in 
1913,  40  females  and  24  males  ; 25  of  these  deaths  were  over  70 
years  of  age,  nine  under  the  age  of  i year,  including  triplets, 
which  died  at  the  age  of  4 da3's,  giving  a death  rate  of  11.2  per 
1,000,  the  lowest  death  rate  for  over  six  years.  Of  these  64 
deaths,  no  less  than  NINE  were  caused  by  tuberculosis,  giving 
a death  rate  from  tuberculosis  of  1.5  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Birth  Rate. 

The  number  of  births  registered  during  1914  was  96, 
a decrease  of  2 on  last  year ; of  these  44  were  males,  and  52 
females,  giving  a birth  rate  of  20.7  per  1,000. 
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Water  Supply. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  wishing  for 
details  of  water  supplies  to  be  included  in  Medical  Officers’ 
reports,  I give  them  below  from  information  kindly  supplied  me 
by  Mr.  Hearn.  The  supply  is  named  the  Chard  Water  Supply, 
and  is  owned  by  the  Chard  Corporation.  The  water  is  derived 
from  springs  known  as  Resurrection  and  Waterhouse  Springs. 
The  gathering  area  is  not  known.  There  exists  a liability  to 
contamination  owing  to  the  method  of  collection  and  conveyance 
to  the  distributing  tank,  but  no  epidemic  has,  to  my  knowledge, 
been  traced  to  impurities  in  water  suppl}'.  There  is  no  record 
of  yield  ; the  water  reaches  its  destination  by  gravitation.  There 
is  no  reservoir,  the  water  being  conducted  from  the  springs  to  a 
covered  brick  tank  having  a capacity  of  about  3,500  gallons, 
situated  in  High  Street.  The  supply  is  generally  sufficient,  but 
especially  in  1900,  1906,  19T1,  a shortage  w'as  experienced  in  the 
fall  of  the  year.  The  public  supply  was  then  augmented  by  water 
obtained  from  a well  at  Snowdon  Collar  Works.  The  supply  has 
existed  for  more  than  300  years,  and  has  gradually  extended  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  district.  I cannot  ti-ace  that  any 
loan  was  ever  raised,  and  in  any  case  there  are  at  present  no 
capital  charges.  The  working  expenses  average  about  ;i^ioo  per 
annum,  and  income  about  ^300  per  annum.  The  supply  is,  by 
reason  of  its  compar  atively  low  level,  only  available  to  a portion 
of  the  Borough.  The  area  supplied  includes  the  lower  end  of 
High  Street,  Combe  Street  as  far  as  Hope  Terrace,  Holyrood 
Street,  Mill  Lane,  Silver  Street,  Fore  Street,  East  Street, 
Crewkerne  Road,  Victoria  Aveirue,  and  part  of  Furnham  Road. 
The  number  of  inhabitants  supplied  is  estimated  at  1,300.  The 
remainirrg  portions  of  the  Borough  are  dependent  irpon  water 
obtained  from  shallow  wells,  surface  springs,  or  water  carried 
from  stand  pipes.  No  analysis  is , available.  The  new  water 
works  scheme,  which  was  to  have  been  begun  this  year,  has 
been  temporarily  abandoned. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  Borough  is  sufficiently  drained,  the  sewers  being 
flushed  on  an  average  three  times  a month,  and  very  frequently 
inspected.  The  sew'age  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  septic  tanks, 
percolating  filter,  and  land,  the  works  being  situated  about  half 
a mile  from  the  town.  The  Health  Visitor  reported  two 
instances  of  defective  closets  : these  were  immediately  dealt  with. 

Arrangements  for  Public  Scavenging. 

The  provision  of  sanitary  dustbins  has  been  made 
compulsory,  and  a considerable  number  have  been  provided 
during  the  year.  There  are,  however,  a large  number  of  people 
who  have  taken  no  notice  either  of  the  Council’s  order  or  of  the 
notices  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  served  upon  them  requesting 
that  they  should  provide  themselves  with  these  receptacles.  I 
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strongly  urge  upon  the  Sanitary  Committee  to  take  immediate 
steps  to  enforce  the  pro\dsion  of  these  most  necessary  articles 
before  the  hot  weather  closes  in  upon  us.  There  are  sure  to  be 
sick  and  wounded  soldiers  returning  from  the  Continent  during 
the  summer,  where  typhoid  and  typhus  fevers,  cholera,  etc.,  are 
rife,  and  we  must  do  all  we  can  to  prevent  the  occurrence  and 
spread  of  sucli  disorders  amongst  us,  and  the  only  way  to  do  so 
is  to  be  scrupulously  careful  in  all  matters  relating  to  hygiene. 

The  house  refuse  is  collected  twice  a week  in  a covered 
collecting  van,  and  disposed  of  on  a tip  outside  the  Borough. 
Owing  to  various  complaints  concerning  the  tip  previously  used, 
the  refuse  is  now  removed  to  a greater  distance  from  the  town. 

Schools. 

The  sanitarx'  condition  of  the  elementary  schools  is 
satisfactory,  the  water  supply  is  sufficient.  In  the  event  of  any 
infectious  disease  occurring  among  the  children,  the  Head- 
master is  notified,  and  the  children  from  the  house  in  which  the 
disease  occurs  are  piecluded  from  school  until  the  house  has 
been  disinfected. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

There  was  only  one  case  of  infectious  disease  reported 
during  the  year,  a case  of  scarlet  fever. 

Tuberculosis. 

Twenty-one  fresh  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified ; 
in  II  the  lungs  were  attacked;  in  five  the  peritoneum  ; two  the 
knee;  one  the  meninges  ; one  the  spine. 

When  reported  the  cases  are  visited  by  the  health 
visitor,  who  makes  an  accurate  record  of  the  case,  family  history, 
and  the  sufferer’s  immediate  surroundings.  Any  sanitary 
defects  observed  are  reported  upon  and  immediately  remedied. 
Subsequently  the  County  Tuberculosis  Officer  visits  the  case, 
and  if  considered  suitable,  the  patient  is  removed  to  a sanatorium. 
In  other  cases  outdoor  shelters  are  provided.  In  the  event  of 
death  or  removal  from  the  house,  when  possible  the  whole  house 
is  disinfected,  walls  stripped,  ceilings,  etc.,  limewashed.  Owing 
to  the  notification  of  so  many  fresh  cases  of  tuberculosis  during 
the  early  months  of  the  year,  the  Council  decided  to  adopt 
measures  aiming  at  the  elimination  of  various  sources  of  known 
origin  of  the  disease.  Milk  to  be  periodically  examined  for 
tubercle  bacilli,  recently-slaughtered  carcases  examined  by  a 
veterinary  surgeon,  and,  last  but  most  important  of  all,  the 
compulsory  covering  of  all  foodstuffs  exposed  for  sale  with  some 
protection  against  flies  during  the  hot  weather.  Posters  were 
posttd  uj),  handbills  distributed  describing  the  great  dangers, 
especially  to  children,  of  diseases  spread  by  flies,  and  each 
tradesman  concerned  notified  of  the  Council’s  decision.  In  spite 
of  all  this,  no  notice  whatever  of  the  Council’s  order  was  taken. 
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those  concerned  being  under  the  impression  that  their  liberty  of 
action  was  being  interfered  with,  and  instead  of  heartily 
co-operating  in  the  efforts  being  made  upon  their  own  behalf 
and  those  of  their  fellow  townsmen,  actually  actively  opposed 
the  measures.  The  Local  Government  Board,  appealed  to 
briefly  acknowledged  the  letter.  The  samples  of  milk  sent  for 
examination  were  reported  as  being  free  from  tubercle  bacilli. 
The  tests  had  to  be  abandoned  owing  to  the  county  authorities 
not  having  a license  to  innoculate  animaLs,  and  without  it 
examination  of  mixed  milk  samples  is  useles.s,  and  they  will  not 
undertake  to  do  them  until  they  are  in  a position  to  properly 
examine  them.  Meat  examined  by  the  Veterinary  Surgeon  was 
certified  as  healthy. 

While  on  the  subject  of  infectious  disease,  I should 
mention  there  is  a certain  amount  of  spotted  fever  in  the  country, 
and  even  in  this  county.  This  disease  is  mosl  ceriahily  spread 
by  flie.s,  and  I sincerely  hope  those  concerned  will  do  their  utmost 
to  wage  war  upon  flies,  not  only  by  killing  all  they  see,  but  by 
preventing  their  bi  I th,  which  can  be  easil}'  done  by  svsteinati- 
cal)}'  cleaning  all  drains,  destroying  garbage,  clearing  out  dust- 
bins, removing  manure  heaps,  thoroughly  cleaning  back  yards 
and  larders  of  houses.  If  ihese  measures  are  adopted  and 
.systematically  carried  out,  we  should  get  rid  of  tens  of  thousands 
and  rid  ourselves  of  these  pests. 

Food ; Milk  Supply. 

There  are  20  milk  sellers  and  12  cowkeepers  on  the  register. 
The  condition  of  the  dairies  and  cowsheds  is  about  normal  for  the 
district.  A great  deal  more  cleanliness  might  with  advantage  be 
observed  in  many  cases.  About  20  inspections  weie  made. 

Bakehouses. 

There  are  seven  bakehouses,  which  are  well  kept  and 
clean,  and  in  one  or  two  a distinct  effort  has  been  made  to  cope 
with  the  flj  nuisance. 

Slaughterhouses. 

There  are  six  slaughterhouses,  five  licensed  and  one 
registered.  The  necessary  alterations  required  by  the  Council 
before  relicensing  were  in  all  cases  carried  out.  About  40 
inspections  were  made.  On  the  whole  the  condition  of  the 
.slaughterhouses  was  satisfactory,  but  in  two  instances  the\'  w'ere 
not  kept  as  I should  like  to  see  them,  and  on  one  occasion  I had 
to  condemn  and  seize  some  unsound  meat  in  one  slaughterhouse, 
and  warnings  were  issued. 

Factories  and  Workshops. 

There  are  44  factories  and  workshops  on  the  register.  Car- 
penters and  wheelwright,  6 ; tailors,  dressmakers,  and  milliners,  9 ; 
smiths,  plumbers,  and  painters,  7 ; saddlers,  2 ; bootmakers.,  2 ; mon- 
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umental  mason,  i ; cabinet  maker,  i ; wool  sorter,  i ; watchmaker,  i ; 
gasfitter,  i ; bakers,  8 ; lacemending,  2 ; carriage  and  motor  works, 
2.  17  inspections  were  made,  two  notices  written. 

Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act. 

There  have  been  12  houses  erected  during  1914.  Two  in- 
spections were  made  and  defects  found,  but  defects  were  not  sufficient 
to  report  as  unfit  for  habitation.  One  case  of  - overcrowding  was  dealt 
with.  The  12  houses  reported  as  unfit  in  1912  are  still  undealt  with. 
Three  are  vacant  and  will  not  be  re-occupied.  The  Council  have 
contended  that  housing  is  sufficient  in  the  Borough  owing  to  the 
provision  of  new  houses  by  the  Co-operative  Society,  and  assuming 
this  contention  is  correct,  the  time  has  come  for  the  demolition  of  the 
condemned  properly  in  Old  Town,  and  I recommend  the  Council  to 
proceed  with  its  demolition.  The  continued  delay  of  the  Council  in 
carrying  out  advice  given  them  must  eventually  weaken  the  effective- 
ness of  the  sanitary  administration.  There  are  many  other  houses  in 
the  Borough  which  will  have  to  be  dealt  with  in  the  near  future,  and 
it  is  only  the  Council’s  procrastination  which  prevents  the  necessary 
action  being  taken. 

There  were  no  Local  Government  Board  inquiries  during  1914. 

The  revision  of  the  building  bye-laws  is  in  hand. 

The  Council  have  adopted  Part  3 Public  Health  Acts  Amend- 
ment Act,  1890;  this  came  into  force  iith  June,  1914.  The  adoption  of 
PublicHealth  Act  Amendment  Act,  1907, is  inabe\  ance  forthetimebeing.

In  addition  25  letters  having  reference  to  various  sanitary 
matters  were  written.  The  notices  having  reference  to  the  protection 
of  foodstuffs  from  flies  were  not  complied  with. 

Housing. 

One  case  of  overcrowding  discovered  and  dealt  with.  It  is 
anticipated  that  considerable  progress  will  be  made  with  the  housing 
inspection  this  year. 

Drainage  and  Closet  Accommodation. 

Seven  tests  were  made  of  old  house  drains,  nine  new  or 
additional  drainage  systems  provided,  and  23  D traps  abolished. 

House  Refuse. 

It  is  estimated  that  25  new  dustbins  were  provided  during  the 
year,  in  addition  to  >2  provided  for  new  buildings.  A new  and  more 
isolated  tip  situated  outside  the  Borough  has  been  obtained  for  the 
disposal  of  house  refuse. 

Infectious  Disease. 

One  case  of  scarlet  fever  and  21  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified. 
Every  precaution  is  immediately  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection 
and  disinfection  and  disinfectants,  etc.,  supplied.  I append  tables  of 
vital  statistics,  infectious  diseases,  and  infant  mortalit)'. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  Mr.  Hearn,  the  Sanitary 
Inspector,  for  his  willing  and  valuable  assistance.
